Britain is to try and recruit about 18,000 D Ps 
a month-——12,000 from the British zone of Gernrany 
and the remainder from Austria. Ministry of

MARTIAL LAW LIFTED 
Yishuv’s Heavy Losses 
[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 


The lifting of martial Jaw at midday on Monday 
released from close confinement two-fifths of the 
Yishuv in the Tel-Aviv-Petah Tikva area and im the 
closely-populated Jewish district of North-Western 
Jerusaiem.

Yishuv Determined to Press 
Demands 


[From our Correspondent—JERt SALEM] 


Tel-Aviv was back to normal when I paid it a 
flying visit the day after martial law was lifted. 
The streets were packed as usual with long lines of 
traffic. the road-crossings were congested. the port 
was busy and loads of materials for the factories 
and new buildings streamed in on trucks or camel- 
back. There seems to be a tendency to pik up 
reserves in the event of martial law being rem- 
posed 

But the difference | noted from the position of 
ten days earlier when | was a voluntary prisoner 
for three days in Tel-Aviv was this: there seems 
to be a new determination to press the demands 
for greater immigration in the interim period until 
the United Nations consider the Palestine case. Ten 
days before, the people were more concerned with 
short-term problems and the preoccupations caused 
by the martial law restrictions 


They have got over that now. but are more 
thouvhiful about the future. And thei concern 1s 
almost exclusively with wmmigration rather than 


with political Statehood ambitions. 

| saw newly affixed Hagana posters giving the 
names of the 27 ships which, since the autumn of 
1945, had brought some 25.000 Jewish refugees to 
these shores. The list was imp essive, seen “in

What struck me forcibly 
to this simple list 
obvious reasons the 


was the juxtaposition 
with its footnote that for 
ships which slipped 
through the blockade and had successfully landed 
immigrants could not be namred—ol belligerent 
underground leaflets pasted up by groups commiut- 
ung political violence.

A Jewish Agency spokesman, commenting on the 
lifting of martial law sand: “ One thing about the 
British: when they realise they have made a 
mistake they are always ready to go back.”

THE GOLDSMIDS AND READING 


The sale by Sir Henry d'Avigdor-Goldsmid of 
Whiteknights Park, Reading, to the local university 
reminds me of the connection between the family 
of which he is a member and that town. Sir Francis 
Goldsmid, a collateral ancestor of Sir Henry, one 
of the most stalwart workers for Jewish emancipa- 
tion in this country and one of the outstanding 
leaders of Anglo-Jewry in the great period of Anelo-

IS years of his life, and ut was probably during this 
period that the estate that has now been sold was 
acquired. Years later another Jew. Sir Rufus 
Isaacs. who took the title of his subsequent peerage 
from the town, was also the Liberal member for 
Reading. The present Member for Reading is also 
a Jew, Mr. lan Mikardo, but he is a member of 
the Labour Party. The number of Jewish electors 
in the Borough has always been insignificant. 


THE SURRENDER OF JERUSALEM 


When writing of Dr. Wallach and the Shaare 
Zedek Hospital, recently, I should have mentioned 
that one of his causes of pride is that it was within 
the precincts of his hospital that the surrender of 
Jerusalem was formally effected on the entry of 
General Allenby in 1917. To many of the visitors 
who come to see the hospital, Dr. Wallach proudly 
shows a sheet of paper the script of which, the 
beginning of the document of surrender. breaks off 
in the middle of a sentence. The scribe, apparently 
overcome with excitement or emotion. made a 
mistake and his first attempt had to be discarded.

INTER-ASIAN CONFERENCE 
[From a Special Correspondent| 


An interesting situation has developed regarding 
the attendance of the members of the Arab League 
at the Inter-Asian Conference in New Delhi which 
begins its sessions towards the end of this month 

The League has so far declined to attend because 
an invitation was sent to the Jewish Agency. Ii 
any member of the Arab League were to attend 
the conference at which delegates of the Jewssh 
Agency were present, it is argued, the Arab 
League ipso facto would be recognising the political 
standing of the Jewrsh Agency and by implication 
its claim to speak on behalf of a Jewish State, 
existing or potential. 

On the other hand, some of the Arab leaders are 
apprehensive that if, because of a mere quibble, 
representatives of the Arab States do not appear at 
the conference, that section of the Indian Congress 
Party which is opposed to the Mosiem League will 
find an excuse for not supporting the Palestinian 
Arabs at the United Nations. 

Attempts are being made to prevent the Arab 
leaders from committing an act which will cause 
a real breach between Arabs and the Indian leaders

left last week for New Delhi and several more left 
yesterday. They include Mr. David MHacohen, 
Chairman of the building co-operative, Solel Boneh, 
Dr. Arthur Bonne, head of the Economic Research

representing the women’s organisation of the 
General Federation of Jewish Labour.

AUSTRALIAN JEWRY AND 
BRITAIN 


A Plea for Guidance 


(By a Jewtsn Reporter] 


A “ cross section ” 


A plea for greater cohesion between the Jewish 
Communities of the British Commonwealth was 
made by Mr. Max Freilich, of Sydney, a prominent 
member of the Australian Jewish Community, in 
an interview with THe Jewish CHRonicLe last week: 

Mr. Freilich is Federal President of the Keren 
Hayesod in. Australia and. New Zealand, and 
Treasurer of the local Zionist Federation. He its 
also a member of the New South Wales Jewish 
Board of Deputies. Mr. Freshch attended the recent 
Zionist Congress at Basle as a delegate, accom- 
panied by his wife 

Born im pre-19!14 Austria-Hungary, he went to 
live in Australia in 1926 

“In the last few years,” he told me, “ the 
Australian Jewish Community has grown out of 
all proportion to its size in tts sense of respon- 
sibility towards Jewish matters. While, years ago, 
there was a danger of disintegration and assimila- 
tion of the Jewish Communitics in the smaller 
States of Australia, in recent years a very lively 
Jewish Community has grown up in all the States.” 
Large funds had been collected during: the last 
five years for the extension of communal centres 
and the rebuilding of the main synagogues, especial! 
in N.S.W.; considerable sums of money were cok 
lected recently for the building up of Palestine and 
overseas rehef, and for local institutions. 

Jewish education was also developing, Mr. 
Freilich added. Many teachers were being brought 
from Palestine and elsewhere, and Jewish day 
schools had been established in Melbourne and 
Sydney. (The Jewish population of Australia is 
approximately 37,000.) 

“One of my main objects in visiting Britain,” he 
said. “‘is to call the aliention of British Jewry and 
the Zionist Movement in general to the necessity 
of closer cohesion among the Jewish Communities 
of the British Commonwealth.’’ While the American 
Jewish Community was showing a keen interest in 
Australian Jewish welfare, he declared, no such 
sign had been forthcoming from British Jewry, and 
he urged that encouragement and spiritual guidance 
should be forthcoming from the mother-community. 

Such guidance and unity was all the more 
necessary, he concluded, in view of the fact that 
anti-Semitism was beginning to manifest itself in 
Austraha morevigorously than before.

In the view of the World Jewish Coneress, the 
Jewish people is a realistt® conception and the 
Jewish people is a* homogeneous group, with 
common links, common beliefs, a common destiny, 
and common problems, said Mr. A. L. Easterman, 
“ editing " a living newspaper on the.

Although only some of the recommendations of the 
Committee of Inquiry have been approved by the Execu- 
the very fact of their unopposed adoption indicates 
that these alterations and improvements ct least must have 
seen overaue Even in the case of those recommendations 
which the present Executive oppose, it cannot but be to 
the public advantage to have both sides of a question 
Stated, so that full discussion may be enabled and a 
solution agreed. It ts natural, of course, for an Executive 
to defend their own administration and that of their staff, 
but if, as it was expressed at the Board meeting, “strictures ™ 
were passed by the Inquiry Committee, then the nature of 
those strictures should not be withheld from a justifiably 
interested public... The Community is very conscious of-the 
exceptional war-time difficulties which have impeded the 
eflorts of all who have laboured to provide Metropolitan 
Jewry with kasher meat, and allowance must be made for 
such circumstances. 


Very genuine regret will be felt at the forthcoming retire- 
ment of Mr. Isaac Landau and Mr. Lionel Cohen from the 
Othces of President and Vice-President respectively. These 
gentlemen have faithfully served as members of the Board 
for over forty years and for the last seventeen years in their 
present offices, Notwithstanding their advancing years, 
both have generously offered to render whatever future 
service they can as ordinary members of the Board. It 
was also announced at the meeting that the Board's Secre- 
tary and Investigating Officer, who have both served long 
years and had reached the usual age of retirement. would 
shortly be retiring on pension. It so happens, therefore, 
that there will occur the need for the induction of new 
Honorary Officers and salaried officials. The opportunity 
must be seized of ensuring that, whatever changes in 
personnel may take place, the vital work of the Board 
shall be developed to the highest possible level of efficiency. 

Particularly gratifying was the statement made to the 
meeting that the Board have been able to pay out of income 
(without any addition to the price charged to the public for 
kasher meat) the increased salary scales of their Shochetim 
and Shomerim. It is imperative that the conditions. of 
employment of these officials should be commensurate 


with their religious status. Not simply wages and hours of 
work but the provision of the most complete amenities for 
purposes of hygiene and technical efficiency need urgent 
consideration. Ihe Agudath HaShochtim V’Shomrim 
rightly claim that their calling requires,.in addition to 
manual skill, the highest integrity ol! character and con- 
siderable religious and cultural knowledge. It can scarcely 
be gainsaid, however, that in the past they have not always 
done everything possible to ensure the highest public regard 
for their calling. Cessation of work, for example, which 
deprives the Community of its meat, must be unthinkable 
in the future. Nor have the relationships between the 
Board and the butchers always been of the happiest and 
such as to ensure an efficient and equitable distribution of 
meat. Probably, too, the division:of the Board's admini- 
strative staff in different premises has impeded the smooth 
and co-ordinated working of its machinery. | This, in turn, 
cannot have facilitated the Executive Othcers direction of 
their stall. A concentration of administrative activities 
under one roof, together with a general tightening-up and 
greater cohesion of its varied work,: cannot be delayed. 
One further important point—the encouragement of new 
students of Shechita to ensure an adequate numbde! of 
rained Shochetim—already scems to have received atten- 
tion, in the bursary grants made for this purpose to the 
Yeshivas Etz Chaim

JEWRY IN THE COMMONWEALTH 


IN the course of last week's leading article in this paper, some 


of the qualifications requisite in a worthy candidate tor the 
Chief Rabbinate were adumbrated. Importance was attached, 
among these qualifications, to past or present experience of 
Jewish life in the British Dominions overseas, anda correspon- 
dent now, pertinentiy perhaps—-in a letter printed elsewhere in 
this issue—-asks for elucidation on that point. It is desirable, 
therefore, to explain more fully its significance: In this very 
issue appears an interview with Mr. Max Freilich, of Sydney, 
Australia. who has heen visiting Britain in the hope of effecting 
closer coheston between the Jewish Communities of Australia 
and Britain His words deserve the closest consideration from 
those in this country wlio, under the stress of urgent local tasks, 
overlook the growth in numbers and importance of the Jewish 
Communities in the States of Austraha. By way otf. contrast, 
a very keen interest in the welfare of Australian Jewry 1s mani- 
fested by our brethren in the United States, who display all the 
vigour and enthusiasm typical of their great country... But the 
inhabitants of no British Dominion can be unmindtful of the 
unique ties of affinity which bind them to the mother-country 
of the British Commonwealth. And such feelings of close 
fellowship are intensified in the case of Jews overseas, who do 
not easily. forget ancient. traditions and lovalties. It is there- 
fore a matter of no little concern that Mr. Freilich notes an 
unfortunate lack of reciprocal feeling on the part of British 
Jewry towards their brethren in the Dominions. Nor is his the 
only voice that has given utterance recently to such misgivings. 
Last month, we published an interview with Mr. J. W. Heine- 
mann, a leader of New Zealand Jewry, who similarly pleaded 
that British Jewry should take a much. more active interest in 
his Dominion. Again, not many months since, Mr. G. Saron, 
the Secretary of the South African Jewish Board of Deputies, 
paid an official visit to this country. When Jewish representa- 
lives make such journeys expressly to strengthen the links 
between themselves and us, their mission deserves every possible 
encouragement here The fact that the Dominions are repre- 
sented on our own Board of Deputies shows some mutual recog- 
nition of Commonwealth needs. But the contacts need to be 
enlarged and strengthehed in every possible way. It will be 
recalled with what happy results advantage was taken, last 
summer, of the presence of Jewish spiritual leaders who were 
attending an. International Conference at Oxford. so as to 
enable many of them to occupy pulpits and perform other 
duties during their stay here. The import of this on the forth- 
coming election to the Chief Rabbinate should need no further 
labouring. 


TERRORISM’S CORRUPTION 

TERRORISM is depressingly familar as a problem in Palestine 
Jewry's external relations, undermining the hope of a cordial 
settlement with Great Britain and tarnishing the great merit of 
the Yishuv’s achievement with a smear of disrepute. In a dis- 
patch from our Jerusalem Correspondent published to-day, 
another aspect of this problem reveals itself. The internal free- 
dom of the Yishuv is held up to ransom by these fanatical 
gunmen. The dominance which they failed to secure in public 
support they seek to impose by armed threats. Men are forced 
by the fear of reprisals to devote money to their obscene pur- 
poses. Unprotected citizens, who loathe terrorism, are, never- 
theless, forced to sit by while the Irgun desperadoes carry out 
their propaganda or operations. There is evidence of a mount- 
ing revulsion against terrorist acts; but this cannot be completely 
expressed if the result is to invite swift murder. Several people 
who had given information about the terrorists have been 
summarily’ murdered as alleged traitors. The real traitors to 
the Jewish Cause are, of course, not these but the terrorists 
themselves. But the Yishuv is surely faced by a direct challenge 
to its organisation and authority. If men’s consciences are not 
protected against such sinister pressures, there is neither free- 
dom nor democracy, nor anything but servile compulsion. The 
Officia] Zionist institutions cannot ignore this menace and retain 
any moral authority over their public. Civil war is a terrible 
prospect; and nobody can seriously pretend that the present 
anarchy represents civil peace. Having undermined Zionist pros- 
pects without, the terrorists now bring their corruption within, 
seeking to break the sovereignty of democratic opinion which 
has been expressed against them.

lhe authors state in the introduction their desire 

provide Jewish children with a volume of adven- 
ure by Jews in all lands at all times. -IThey have 
kept the historical background as authentic as 
possible, using actual historical characters, 
alihough many imaginary ones are added in the 
Stores. But they emphasise the fact that every- 
thing has been subordinated to their main object 
of providing a storybook for Jewish children 
between the ages of ten and fifteen. The writers’ 
Cesire to entertain and instruct alike ought to suc- 
ceed—especially with a book so attractively pro- 
duced at such a modest price. 

With its scope and versatility, the work may 
peraaps lack a certain unity. It contains 26 tales, 
and some of the modern ones at the end, to my 
mind, detract from the book's literary and artistic 
value. Good adventure tales they may be and 
up to date! But after reading “ To the Rescue,” 
i really vivid and well-written story of Bar Kochba, 
one craves for more on this level. There are 
Several delightful shorter stories, such as “ The 
legend of the Boiling Sand” (a tale of the 
Khazars), “The Little Jewess of Oxford,” and 
several others; Jewish youth should be grateful 
lor such a book. As to the illustrations, a young 
reader tells me they are unusual for a book lke 
this, but they’re lovely!

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JEWRY’S FIGHTING 
RECORD 


90,000 Against Hitler 


[By a Jewisu Curonicce Reporter] 


“ The Jewish Soldier in World War Il’ was the 
subject of an address given by Rabbi Israel Brodie, 
the Semor Jewish Chaplain, to the members of the 
University of London Jewish Union Society last 
Sunday at Woburn House. Mr. Shalom Newman, 
Chairman of the Society, presided 

Rabbi Brodie said that 60,000 
country enlisted in the three Services, in addition 
to the 30.000 who enlisted from Palestine. This 
was a very high percentage of the Jewish eo. 
tion in this country. This number did not achieve 
that prominence which the Palestine units had 
because th: were dispersed over hundreds of 
different units throughout the Services. 

They had to tell the story of British Jewry’s war 
record, said the speaker, because there were 
people who suggested that Jews did not play their 
part as adequately as they should have done. 

[he world had heard of the groups of Jews 
known as the Jewish Infantry Brigade Group that 
took part in certain Operations on the [jalan front, 
but of the 60.000 Jews from Great Britain very little 
was known. Therefore, he said, they must have 
an answer to the people who said that while the 
poor British Tommy was away fighting, the Jews 
were amassing fortunes and living on the fat of 
the land. They had collected the data, and made a 
case for themselves because they had to defend 
themselves.

Affirming Jewish Consciousness 


Speaking of the reactions of the one or two 
Jewish soldiers in a unit, Rabbi Brodie said there 
were cases of men who felt that it was the better 


part of valour to le low, but when they read in 
orders that Passover or New Year was about to 
be celebrated. and facilities were to be given to 
Jewish men to attend services, or to get leave, they 


might come out of their shell in order to take 
advantage of the opportunities afforded. People 
who acted like that, however, were rare. His own 


experience, and that of the other Chaplains, had 
heen that when a Chaplain came to a unit where 
there were only a few Jews, particularly at a time 
when there were active operations, the Jewish boys 
were glad to meet the Chaplains in order to have an 
opportunity of affirming their Jewish consciousness. 
[here were men, particularily because they were 
lonely,. who felt the need for some sort of Jewish 
association, and those who felt that they repre- 
sented, in some way, the Jewish Community, and 


therefore they had to answer queries and state- 
ments which were made concerning Jewry. 
They had to defend the Jewish Community 
against the stock charges which seemed to 
be in the minds of many people. Some gave the 
correct answers, and some did not have an adequate 
answer and so felt the great gap in thew Jewish 
education. For that reason, whenever an Opportu- 


nity occurred, men who normally were not attached 
to Jewish organisations used to rush to centres 
where Jewish Chaplains held services or where 
services had been arranged by the enthusiasm 
of. a conscientious Jew Ihat reaction was a 
healthy one, and it reached its climax in the Moral 
Leadership Courses which had been held.under his 
auspices since October, 1944, and which provided 
an opportunity of discussing Jewish problems. 


Religion and the Serviceman 


He was often asked. said Rabbi Brodic.. what 
was the religion of the Jewish soldier. His own 
experience, confirmed by others, had been that in 


times of danger and in umes of difficulty men felt 
the need for prayer. There was a sense of depend- 
ence upon a power other than human. They 
wanted some sort of renewed strength to help them 
in any difficult situation. It was not just the fear 
of dying. Everyone was afraid; but people were 
afraid of fear, and did not want to collapse. Jewrsh 
soldiers had the same feelings as other men serving 
in the Forces. A Jew in his loneliness wanted to 
seek Jewish association, to-get to a Jewish home 
This loneliness maturally drove him to think of 
things Jewish. His own feeling was, said the 
Senior Jewish Chaplain, that the evidences of 
Jewish consciousness were mamifested in:a desire 
to be associated with the Jewish people and a 
desire to be impregnated with some of the abiding 
spiritual values of Judaism followed. 

At the present time people were in a state of 
“ fed-up-ness.” The reaction from war had pro- 
duced a certain amount of indifference and a great 
deal of disillusionment. But he was convinced that 
at the proper time that spirit of Jewish conscious- 
mess which was revealed in circumstances of 
stress would show itself again when those who had 
been in the Forces grew a little older and began to 
appreciate the tasks and responsibilities of continu- 
ing to live as Jews, and preserving their common 
heritage. 

There might be people who wanted to fly away 
from Judaism, there might .be people who were 
developing a sort of “ Jewish anti-Semitism " and it 
would remain for the remnant, so to speak, to 
carry on the good work. He had no doubt, said 
Rabbi Brodie, that the experiences gained by 
people during the war would prove very helpful in 
the future.
